Ail of the convicts were sent up 
from New Orleans, and were working! 
In the sawmill. At 9 o'clock Singleton 
stole Captian Block’s revolver as the 
latter was reading a paper. 
He was 
Joined by Dutch and Byrd. 
Gibson’s 
attention was attracted to them, and 
he fired. 
Singleton returned the shot, 
shooting Gibson through the body. As 
Gibson fell. Byrd secured his revolver. 
The convicts started with Block to 
the river, and had placed him in a 
skiff, when they were fired upon by 
Trusty Daleth. 
Singleton then killed 
Block. 
Pay Guard J. D. Ogden then joined1 
Deleth, and In the fusillade of shots 
that followed, three convicts were kill-1 
ed. 
Gibson was brought to Natchez on 
the mall steamer Betsy Ann and con­ 
veyed to the Natchez Charity hospital. 
He was shot through the liver, and the 
wound may prove fatal.
